New York. April 22. — Archie Zimmer, of Chicago, 
for many years trainer of “Big Tim” Sullivan’s 
race horses, had ills application for a trainer’s li- 
cense laid on the table by the stewards of the Jockey 
Club Wednesday. 

For the second time the stewards laid on the 
table the application of Walter Miller, who, for the 
present, is under a cloud for his course in defying 
the authority of the New California Jockey Club 
and refusing to pay a Bne imposed on him for foul 
riding. 

With the tabling of Miller’s application the ap- 
plications of Viucent Powers, said to la* under con- 
tract to go abroad for a prominent New York turf- 
man. and Richard Scoville. also a jockey of some 
note, were tabled. 

The same course was taken on the applications 
for trainers' licenses bv Joseph Marrone. who fought 
the charge of "doping” a horse at Washington : E. 
N. Alvord. J. C. Nally. James McCauley. R. I. 
Dclisser. William XI. Slieedy and Leo Christy. The 
application for a trainer's license by John Rogers, 
who was mixed up iu s racing case questioned by 
the Jockey Club, was denied flatly. 

Wednesday’s action of the Pacific Jockey Club 
stewards in accepting Miller’s flue will probably 
remove the objections of the Jockey Club against 
his license. 

ONE OF CANADA'S STRONG STABLES.

STEEPLECHASE PREFERABLE AS SPECTACLE. 

“I would rather any day.” says Horatio Bottomley. 
the English XI. P.. “watch a selling steeplechase 
than the Derby. And I have often observed that the 
general public, and esiiecially the women, take far 
keener interest in jumping than in flat racing. Just 
compare the faces of the crowd at Ascot during the 
race for the Gold Cup with those at the Grand Na- 
tional. or go to France, even iu mid-summer, and 
see how the Grand Steeplechase de Paris dwarfs 
the Grand Prix. No, there is nothing like jumping.” 



RAIN INTERRUPTS TRACK WORK. 

New York, April 22. — Sheepshead Bay sent a con- 
signment of horses to Pimlico Tuesday afternoon. 
The most inqiortaiit shipments were those of George 
Odom and Frank Gardner. These are important, for 
while Odom undoubtedly has the best three-year- 
old fill.v that will race at the Pimlico meeting in 
Trance. Gardner has the best colt in Statesman, 
which is iu perfect condition. 

Besides Trance in the Odom string were Nimbus. 
Traveller. Bonnie Kelso. Constellation and XIazuma. 
The Gardner lot included Queen of the Hills. Racine 
II. and two two-year-olds. James XlcLaughliu. Jr., 
sent Sunfire. Mr. Gray also sent a pair of gixid- 
looking two-year-olds. 

Tully Coulter will wait until the opening of the 
season at Belmont Park before showing his colors.
